A full  crop  of  berries  the  same  year  you  plant  them.  On  this 
.page  we  are  going  to  try  to  tell  our  friends  anti  patrons  how  we 
grow  big  crops  of  Everbearing  Strawberries. 


The  above  is  from  an  actual  photograph,  showing  part  of  our 
pickings  of  Champion  and  Progressive  Everbearing  Strawberries, 
taken  October  10,  1923.  The  plants  that  grew  these  berries  were 
set  in  the  spring  of  the  same  year,  and  from  the  one-half  acre  which 
we  let  bear  fruit  we  picked  3,500  quarts  of  berries  the  same  fall. 


Many  people  expect  to  make  a success  of  raiding  Everbearing 
Strawberries  with  the  same  care  they  would  give  any  variety,  but 
the  Everbearer  is  in  a class  by  itself  and  in  some  ways  must  be 
handled  different.  Several  years  of  working  with  this  berry  has 
taught  us  that  you  will  not  have  a failure  if  they  are  cared  for  in 
the  following  manner: 

Select  a piece  of  ground  that  is  good  and  rich,  sandy  soil  pre- 
ferred; plow  as  early  in  the  spring  as  possible,  cover  with  well 
rotted  stable  manure,  or  if  unable  to  get  the  manure  a good  grade 
of  fertilizer  will  do;  this  should  be  harrowed  in  until  thoroughly 
mixed  with  the  top  soil  or  scattered  between  the  rows  and 
around  the  plants  after  they  are  set,  working  it  in  with  the  hoe 
or  cultivator.  We  find  it  a bad  policy  to  plow  the  manure  under 
as  it  makes  a place  for  the  white  grub  to  harbor  and  work  on  the 
plants.  Plans  should  be  set  in  rows  three  and  one-half  feet  apart 
and  about  one  foot  apart  in  the  row.  Keep  all  runners  and  blos- 
soms cut  off  until  the  first  of  July  as  this  will  strengthen  the  plants 
and  make  them  more  fruitful  when  the  proper  fruiting  time  comes. 
Another  important  thing  is  cultivation.  Commence  cultivating 
shortly  after  plants  are  set  and  go  through  them  about  every  two 
weeks.  Don’t  stop  when  they  commence  to  bear  but  cultivate  at 
least  after  every  rain  as  soon  as  it  is  dry  enough  so  as  to  hold  the 
moisture.  After  the  fall  rains  come  they  will  not  need  working  so 
often.  Two  hundred  plants  taken  care  of  in  the  above  manner  will 
furnish  a good-sized  family  with  quarts  and  quarts  of  big  luscious 
l)erries  from  July  till  December.

Blossom  Sex 

Varieties  marked  (Per)  are  those  having  perfect  flowers. 
Those  marked  (Imp)  are  imperfect  or  female;  the  blossoms  of  these 
varieties  do  not  bear  any  pollen  and  should  have  some  perfect  va- 
riety set  near  them  to  fertilize  the  blossoms.  One  row  of  perfect 
to  every  three  or  four  rows  will  do. 
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Raspberries— Purple,  Red,  Black 

Raspberries  are  easy  to  grow  and  are  considered  by  some  to 
be  the  best  of  the  small  fruits;  soil  that  will  grow  good  corn  or 
potatoes  will  grow  good  Raspberries. 

Purple  Raspberries 

COLUMBIAN  (Purple  Cap) 

This  variety  is  remarkable  for  vigor  and  productiveness.  It 
will  yield  at  least  a third  more  than  the  most  productive  Black 
Caps.  It  is  also  hardier  than  any  of  the  Black  Raspberries.  It 
propagates  from  the  tips  the  same  as  Black  Caps.  Fruit  is  extra 
large  and  of  excellent  quality,  having  a distinct  flavor  of  its  own; 
the  color  is  a dark  red  when  ripe,  bordering  on  purple.  Commences 
to  ripen  late,  and  has  a long  season;  the  best  of  all  for  canning.

ROYAL  PURPLE 

Another  good  Purple  Cap.  It  continues  in  fruit  for  at  least 
two  weeks  after  Columbian  is  done.  The  canes  are  entirely  hardy 
and  the  fruit  is  firmer  than  the  Columbian — so  firm  that  they  can 
be  shipped  long  distances  safely  in  quart  baskets.  The  plants  of 
Royal  Purple  are  not  nearly  so  rampant  as  the  Columbian  but  re- 
semble Black  Caps  in  appearance  and  size.  The  canes  are  almost 
entirely  thornless.  Pickers  can  go  among  the  bushes  of  the  Royal 
Purple  without  tearing  their  clothes  off.  It  has  been  known  to 
stand  a temperature  of  3 5 degrees  below  zero  without  injury. 

HAYiVIAKER  (Purple  Cap) 

This  comparatively  new  variety  is  coming  to  the  front  very 
rapidly.  Among  its  many  points  of  excellence  are  these:  Berries 
very  large  of  extra  good  quality,  season  very  late  which  makes  it  a 
very  good  market  sort,  berries  ripening  after  other  varieties  are 
through  bearing.  This  is  bound  to  be  a winner. 


Red  Raspberries 

CUTHBERT

SUBSTITUTION — We  do  not  substitute  one  variety  for  another 
unless  order  is  received  late  in  the  season  and  then  only  when  we 
are  out  of  the  variety  you  want.  We  substitute  only  when  abso- 
lutely necessary. 


SEASON  OF  SHIPPING- — We  begin  to  ship  about  the  10th  of 
March  and  ship  to  about  May  20th. 

TRANSPORTATION — We  recommend  shipping  by  express  as 
it  is  safest,  and  everything  considered  it  is  the  cheapest  for  large 
orders.  The  smaller  shipments  of  50  pounds  can  be  shipped  in  all 
zones  by  parcel  post  and  shipments  up  to  70  pounds  can  be  shipped 
in  the  first  and  second  zones. 

PACKING — We  take  extra  care  in  packing  our  plants.  Our 
strawberries,  raspberries  and  blackberries  are  put  up  25  in  a bunch 
labeled,  packed  in  moss  and  are  guaranteed  to  reach  you  in  the 
best  possible  condition;  if  plants  are  damaged  when  received,  kindly 
notify  us  at  once.
